THE TOWS TAX. 


It'has baen announced that the Com- 


miasioners will meet to-doy for the par- 
pose of taking action upon an ordinance 
requiring those doing business within 
the town limits to take oat a town 
license. Taxation by this means is a 
two edged sword—a something that cuts 
both ways. It will pour revenue into 
the town fundjbnt in a way that will 
burthen many of the callings in a man- 
ner that will drive awuy rather than 
draw to oar loca! interests. Before add- 
ing the last straw, those who huve our 
town matters in 
charge, who huve 


the power to heap np the load of taxa- 
tion should look well over the financial 
affairs of onr local Government and see 
if there are not leaks that can be 
stopped 
without 
serions detriment; 


whether or not we cannot retrench in 
certain direction, so as to accommodate 
some unanticipated expenses of the 
town. No one questions the right of 
the Commissioners to require a license 
of our merchants, doctors, lawyers, 
hotel keepers, peanut venders, etc., but 
anybody can question the policy of BO 
doing. 


An onerous license tax is alieady paid 


by certain of our businass mon for 
county purposes, iu addition to the 
property tax which falls alike on the 
rich and poor. To add to these, by 
making the very element that creates 
our wealth, the arteries that bear the 
rich blood that gives the town a healthy 
pulsation, the additional burden by wny 
of a license tas, while the man who owns 
hia tbonsuHtU Bits in his easy chmr and 
smiles, is simply unjust. 


If our Commissioners are the astute 


inen we believe they are, they will not 
act hastily in the matter; they will take 
time and consult the business men, thug 
serve the best interests of all; they will 
hear the pros and cons; they will not as- 
sert their power because the Statutes 
vest them with it. 


To better provide against the crime of 


selling whisky to Indians the last Legis- 
lature made the penalty more severe. 


Any one who may either sell, barter, 


give or in any manner dispose of any 
spiritous or malt liquor, wine or cider of 
any description to any Indian within 
this State, upon conviction is subject to 
a fine not exceeding $1,000, or imprison- 
ment not to exceed twoj years or both 
such fine and imprisonment. 


When the imprisonment exceeds six 


months it shall be in the State Prison. 


In addition to the above penalty the 


Court is authorized to tax as part of the 
costs which shall stand as a judgment 
againat the offender, the sum of $100, 
which sum shall go to the informer. 


A few convictions under this law, if 


the extreme penalty is enforced, will les- 
sen the number of drunks and disor- 
derliea^among the Ind'aos. 


Mr. Powderly, tbe great labor leader, 


addressed 15,000 people nt a Fourth of 
July demonstration in Soranton, Pa., 
Monday night. The telegraph informs us 
that he made an eloquent speech, in 
which be dealt forcibly on tbe impor- 
tance of inculcating into our children the 
great lessons of Independence Day.

to yield to the temptation to go abroad 
than last Spring, when he was in poor 
health, and when a dubious Parliament- 
ary contest was coming on. 
The plan 


is, according to the reports above quoted, 
for Gladstone to sail in the Autumn aft- 
er the adjournment of Parliament and 
when the danger of the equinoctial 
storms is past.

planned on the most impressive scale. 
Gladstone will be escorted up New York 
Bay by a fleet of steamers und all that 
bands and bunting c-»n do to arouse en 
tbusiasm and mark him as the guest of 
the American people will be done witli 
unsparing hand. 


HONOHS TO BLAINE IN LONDOK. 


LONDON, July 4 —At the dinners and 


lunches to which Blame bus been so 
constantly asked, there have been fre- 
qaent political discussions to wbich he 
has been made a party, touching Ameii- 
oan politics and also the Iri*h qurstion 
Many stories are current in London 
society concerning them, and uniformh 
(hey represent Blmue as gallantly stand- 
ing np to the defense of his views, turn- 
ing with ready and adroit aggressive- 
ness upon his English friends with bi- 
old ability as a debater. 
Ho has never 


avoided these political sii&cussions, bul 
never has Bought to introduce politics 
as a subject himself. At one of the 
most prominent houses in London the 
other day a Parliamentary leader snic! 
to Elaine: "Come and Icncb wiih me 
next Monday, on the Fourth of July, 
and I will give you an American fliifj 
for a table-cloth." "Thank you," sni^ 
Elaine, "but we always have the Ameri- 
can flag above ns and not below us." 


The larger part of all the dinner-table 


discussions with Elaine have been in re- 
gard to the respective merits of fiee 
trada and protection. But Englishmen 
always like a man of pronounced views, 
and Blaine has in a fortnight's visit, 
certainly acquired in a large and ex- 
ceptional degree, personal popularity 
in circles 
prejudiced 
against him. 


Tbese incidents of his visit, illustrate 
the exceptional degree of attention 
which he has received in tbe very cen- 
ter of a population, who are almost 
unanimously hostile to bis views on 
protection and the Irish question 


A Woman Driven to Death. 


TBUCKEE, July 3.—Mrs. Emma Regli. 


a resident of this place, died this morn- 
ing from the effects of an overdose ol 
morphine, administered by her own 
band. The circumstanced which led to 
the act are: Last March A. P. Clark, 
bookkeeper of Elle Ellen, a prominent 
millman here, absconded with over $6,- 
000 bolongi ng to Ellen. 
He was arrested 


in Victoria and is now waiting extradi- 
tiou. Mrs. Regli, a daughter of Ellen, 
was the pnncipl witness and prosecutor. 
Clark stated that if forced to return he 
would make startling disclosures con- 
cerning the private uff.urs of Ellen and 
his family. This statement was pub- 
lished about three weeks ago, and since 
the publication deceased became de- 
spondent and has been given to fits of 
melancholy, at times raving. The im- 
pression prevails thut deceased commit- 
ted tmicide while under temporary abcra- 
tion of mind caused by threatened dis- 
closures by Clark.
